KCONOUY IN OBDJBU. 


While the State debt of Nevada is the 


leabt of any in the Union, the limit al- 
lowed by the Constitution is very 
nearly reached. This limit is $300,000, 
and the SUte debt at present is $227,000. 
The taxable property in the State has 
decreased about 
$8,000,000 in four 


years, and as the State tax of iJO cents 
on each $100 valuation has not been in- 
creased it is very evident that the most 
rigid economy consistent with the effi- 
cient management ot the State Govern- 
ment is essential to enable the State to 
maintain its sovereignty. There are 
State institutions which must be sup- 
ported by thf> taxpayers. Those are 
the Prison, the Hospital for Mental 
Diseases and the Orphans' Home, and, 
to a considerable extent, the State 
University and the public schools. 
These are necesscinly expensive, but if 
the State fails to support tham it must 
go out of business. 


The State officers and members of 


the Legislature fully recognize the con- 
dition of affairs. 
A majority of tho 


members of both houses of the Legis- 
lature are engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits. They are intent on economizing 
everywhere, but there are few places 
where the pruning knife can be ap- 
plied. Penal, eleemosynary and educa- 
;ional institutions must be maintained, 
and provision must be made for their 
support. But little more can be bor- 
rowed by,the State, and unless the 
Constitution is changed, or thero is a 
material increase in taxable pi operty, 
or the rate of taxation is increased— 
and pi operty-holders say they cannot 
staud n raise in th.it direction—the 
Legislature must be circumspect iu ap- 
propriating State fuuds, and vote no 
money out of tho tieasnry except for 
actual necessary expenses.
